Alum  Baking  Powders. 

1>e<  i.akko  Adilteutid  Food  and  theiu 
Sale  Ili.f.oal 
The  result  of  a  trial  just  concluded  at 
Canton,  N.  Y.,  before  Judge  Kellogg,  will 
have  a  salutary  effeet  iu  clieckiug  tin- 
sale  of  oue  class  of  adulterated  food.  Two 
men,  named  Moon  and  Aekerill,  were  ar¬ 
rested  for  seliiug  adulterated  baking  powder 
in  violation  of  the  State  food  adulteration 
The  indictment  was  for  both  selling 
baking  powders  that  were  inferior,  adultera¬ 
ted  and  injurious  to  health  by  reason  of  be¬ 
ing  made  from  alum,  and  for  selling  them 
under  pretense  that  they  were  a  wholesome 
•rtnui  of  tarter  baking  powder.  A  stub¬ 
born  defence  was  made,  the  claim  Wing  set 

p  that  baking  powders  were  not  articles  >>f 
final  and  that  the  powder  the  defendants 
were  sdling,  which  was  known  as  Gillett’s, 
i  stain  lard  article  of  trade,  a  ml  that 
uluui  baking  )H>vvdcrs  interior  to  it,  like 
Davis's  and  utlieis.  were  being  sold  by  other 
deahrs  ui  the  same  town  without  complaint. 
The  court  la  id  that  baking  powilf  rs  were 
articles  of  food  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law,  and  the  jury  found  the  defendants 
guilty  U|ion  all  the  charges.  The  case  has 
attracted  much  attention  from  being  the 
tirst  brought  under  the  State  Food  Adulter¬ 
ation  Act  against  dealers  iu  alum  baking 
powders.  The  result  of  this  trial  is  to  class 
such  baking  {Hiwders  as  adulterated  articles 
food  aud  to  make  their  sale  illegal. 
There  are  mauy  alum  baking  powders  put 
up  iu  cans,  ftnder  some  name  or  bland,  m 
addition  to  those  sold  in  bulk,  the  sale  <>f 
all  w  hich  cautious  dealers  will  probably  la- 
uuwiljmg  to  continue.
